Great Activity Shown in Every Branch 


of the Y. M. C. A. Work- 


Much Bowling. 


Although the'annual report of the 


Young Men's Christian association Is 
not due (or over a month, there will 
probably be a slight variance, when 1 
Is Issued, from the figures which were 
presented at Marlnette yesterday In 
a report prepared by Secretary Kline 
and read before the association men 
assembled at the annual convention 
of the state organization. 


In speaking of the social activities 


of the association Secretary Kline 
called attention to the two men's 
clubs which meet In the Y. M. C. A. 
building—The Twilight club and the 
Social Union club. 
Both of them 


are limited to a membership of 100, 
and their banquets come on the llrst 
and second Tuesdays of each month 
respectively. 


Special social events Included 
tho 
New Year's open house, on which 
day at least three hundred, and prob- 
ably many more, shared tho hospital- 
ity of tho association; and the ban- 
quet of the "Get One," club at which 
seventy-five members of the associa- 
tion were present. 


General Social Life 
Besides these special occasions, at< 
tentlon was called to the daily activi- 
ties of the parlors, social room and- 
reading room. 


In the educational 
department 
there are at 
present two classes. 


These are small In 
numbers, 
but 


strong In enthusiasm and In the work 
accomplished. 
The class In 'bo 


keeping, taught liy E. G. Tracy, has 
nine students, and In the English 
class there are four pupils, all foreign- 
ers. 
The Internationa] examinations 


•will bo given these scholars. 


Several classes are Included 
In 


the athletic departnmct. 
According 


to the figures ,set forth by 
the re- 


port rendered yesterday the business 
men's class has met seventy times, 
with an average attendance of Jive. 
Sixty-two meetings have 'been held 
by the Seniors, the average attend- 
ance being thirteen. 
In tho Inter- 


mediate departmnet forty-three ses- 
sions have been held, with an average 
attendance of five. 
Twenty-three has 


been the average attendance at the 
sixty-five meetings of the Juniors. 


Bowling has been not the least of 


the association's activities as attested 
by the statistics given. 
Since Jan. 1, 


1902. tickets have been sold for 7,800 
games. 
In addition to this the sus- 


taining members, those who have paid 
$15 annually and upwards, secure the 
USD of the alleys free. 
No account 


Is kept of the number of the games 
bowled by them, but It is believed 
that the total is nearly equal to,the 
paid games. 
The charge for these 
latter games la twenty-five cents for 
six. only members of tho association 
Tseing allowed the use of the alleys. 


Physical Department Work 


Among the games basket ball was 


mentioned In the report as one of the 
most popular. 
A basket bill league Is 


in flourishing condition. 


In the dormitories of the associa- 


tion building there are 
twenty-two 


rooms, accommodating at the pres- 
ent time thirty-one men. Often dur- 
ing the past year it has been neces- 
sary to turn away applicants 
for 
rooms. 


The woman's Auxiliary came In for 
special mention. 
Their services In 


employing a woman to care for the 
dormitories, and their general over- 
sight of that department has been 
invaluable. 
They have also 
had 


charge of the Social Union club ban- 
quets. 
During the" past year they 
have placed a J350 piano In tho build- 
Ing, supplying a long felt need. 


Religious Activities 


Forty-seven mens* meetings have 


been held on Sunday afternoons dur- 
ing the year. 
The average attend- 


ance at these meetings has been six- 
ty-four, which number Is greatcly cut 
down by the fuel that It Includes the 
heated summer months when there Is 
a decided falling off. 
Thirty sessions 


have been helo of the Sunday after- 
noon B.ble class, me average attend- 
ance being twelve. 


On the first Sunday of each month 


the Murphy League hat; conducted 
meetings In the association building. 
Constant progress In numbers and In 
tho successor the meetings has been 
shown. 


Twenty-two Saturday morning meet- 


ings have been held for tho boys of 
the Junior department. 
The average 
attendance has been nineteen. 


Entertainment Course 


A six number lecture and enter- 


tainment course has been one of the 
features of the past year. 
The aver- 


age attendance has been four hun- 
dred and fifty or over. 


At the present time the association 


has a membership of 
-101'. Of this 


number 33P. are seniors, 1C intermedi- 
ates and r>3 juniors. 
Of the. seniors 


117 are active and 21C associate. 


In connection with the report the 


facts were set forth that the popula- 
tion of Janesvllle Is 14000. and that 
the association owns a building cost-1 
ing $33,000. 
In view of all these 


facts, the directors of the association 
feel that they can say with truth that 
the past year has boon a year of 
progress and success In many lines.

mistake Is made by those parents 
who. knowing their children 
lack 


brains, still believe they can have 
them trlaned to lives of usefulness 
by paklng them off to a university. 
Dr. Perrln declares that careful Judg- 
ment should be used In choosing be- 
tween practical Instruction and high 
or education. 
Among other things 


he said 
that many a boy would 
bo 


hotter to 'stick to the 
blacksmith 


shop and many a girl tr> the millin- 
ery trade. 
Too many feel that go- 


Ing to college will redeem their lives. 
It sometimes ruins them. 
Some poo- 


pie arc no good In college, but all 
right In other lines. 
It Is much bet- 


ter to be a successful laborer than a 
tenth-rate minister, a fifteenth rate 
lawyer or a potty "school-marm." 


This plain tulk from the noted col- 


lege man, very • naturally created a 
commotion, not only aiming the stu- 
dents but among tho parents as well. 


It Is a delicate mater to question 


the brain eaiilpment of any child to 
succesfully struggle with a collegiate 
course. 
Parents are slow to admit 


that heir offspring are not as well on- 
nlpeil mentally, as any other child- 
ren, but the professor, after spend- 
ing years In close contact with young 
people. Is honest enough to admit a 
great truth that Is apparent to all ah- 
serving teachers. 


This lack of mental ability Is not 


the fault of the child and It is sel- 
dom a misfortune. 
When the de- 


cree went forth many centuries ago, 
"Hy the sweat of thy brow shalt thou 
earn thy bread." It applied to tho hu- 
man race for all tune to como, and the 
race has been busily engaged In toll 
and sweat ever since. 


When the age of Intelligence Is ful- 


ly roaohe.l. and wisdom rather than 
pride governs, parents as well as tea- 
chers will discover that It Is a waste 
of time and energy to crowd a cer- 
tain class of pupils to graduation. 


A diploma does not moan success. 


While It Is desirable under right con- 
ditions. It Is a handicap where con- 
ditions are not right, and the time 
spont to secure it Is wasted. Edu- 
cation for the masses means the ab- 
ility to earn an honest livelihood, 
and should be Intensely 
practical. 


Prof. Perrln Is right and' his advice
